A STRANGE TALE OF DIVORCE. 

A strange case of divorce was decided in the 
circuit court of St. Louis a few days ago. Ii 
1849, Britton A. Hill, a prominent lawyer oi 
that city and his wife, on a joint petition were 
divorced by act of Legislature. Iu 1854 the 
lady was married to Dr. Roberts Barclay, with 
whom she has since lived. The property which 
was allowed her by the Legislature is now 
worth nearly a million. In 1857, Hill married 
again, and during the war Mrs. Hill went to 
Europe, and in consequence of some miscon- 
duct while there her husband sued for divorce 
Subsequently, she was reported drowned, 
which proved false. Afterward she became at- 
tached to the household of King Victor Em- 
manuel, and some months ago died, and Hill’t 
suit for divorce was dismissed some time Iasi 
\ear. The trustees or Mis. Barclay, Hill's first 
wife, brought suit to compel Samuel Simmons 
to purchase a piece of property, according to 
agreement. He refused, on the ground that 
the divorce granted by the Legislature was il- 
legal, and a clear title to the property could 
not be given. The question was taken to tin 
Supreme Court, which decided against the Leg- 
islature, and, to obviate all difficulties, Hill ap 
plied to the circuit court for a divorce fron 
the wife with whom he had not lived fot 
twenty years, and who has been married to an 
other man for sixteen years. The decree was 
granted, and under the law of the State, the 
children of both marriages are made legitimate, 
and all ends well. The case is full of roman- 
tic details and strange circumstances.

Anecdote of William L. Marcy. 

Proctor’s “Bench and Bar” contains the 
following anecdote of William L. Marcy:

“ Am I to understand, then, ' said he “that 
you are determined to openly advocate the 
cause and principles of that infidel, Jetfersou, 
here iu this institution?” 

“If I hear him or his principles openly at- 
tacked I sh ill certainly defend him. If, how- 
ever, you will forbid all aliusion to politics 
here, 1 will most cheerfully subscribe to the 
rules, ' said Marcy. 

“It is my duty, sir, to expose error and 
wickedness in all wavs, and in every manner, 
and to teach my pupils to do the same and 
therefore, cannot establish such a rule,” said 
the doctor. 

“Then, sir, if you allow one class of 
students to discuss politics you should give

A condition of affairs now exists in some 
States of the Union, rendering life and prop- 
erty insecure, and carrying of the mails and 
the collection of tlm revenue dangerous. The 
proofs that such a state of affairs exists in some 
localities are now before tile Senate. Tbit 
the power to correct these evils is beyond the 
control ot the Slate authorities I do not doubt; 
but that the power of the Executive of the 
United States, acting within the limits of ex- 
isting laws is sufficient for the present emer- 
gency, is not clear. Therefore, I urgently 
recommend such- legislation as in the judg- 
ment of Congress shall effectually secure life, 
liberty, and property in all parts of t lie United 
States. It may he expedient to provide that 
such laws as shall be passed in pursuance of 
this recommendation, shall expire at the end of 
next session of Congress.

THE AMENDMENT TO TII3 CITY CHAR-

‘‘The agent referred to, whose name is Win. II. 
Gibson, returning on the 2Gth of January, 1871, 
from Lexington to Louisville, when the trqin 
halted at North Benson, found a number of men 
assembled at the station, one of whom, a large 
and powerful man, violently entered the mail 
car, struck the agent a tremendous blow in t lie 
face, and endeavored to drag him out of the car, 
crying. ‘We will kill you! come out! come out! 

A struggle ensued, during which the train start- 
ed, and the assailant leaped out, and a number 
of shots were fired at the train.” 

When you wrote that statement you were in 
possession of the statement of fact made by 
H. C. Hodges, the local mail agent, a Republi- 
can. and, I presume, one of your own ap- 
pointees, which proves your letter to be untrue 
in many essential particulars; it was made at 
the request of Senator Stevenson, then Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, and read as follows: 

“Lori vn.LE. Cincinnati, Etc., Railroad, 1 
“North Benson Station, Jan. 29, 1871./ 

“I hailed the train for a passenger to go to 
Louisville. Four strangers rode up just before 
the 3:45 train was due. When the train was 
within seventy-five yards of the station the 
stoutest man of the party stepped out on the 
platform and drew a colt’s navy revolver, saying 
lie intended to kill the negro mail agent. I 
begged him to desist, and called on some 
gentlemen to disarm him. His own friends! 
came around him and took his pistol from him. 
When the train was even with the platform, 
and running very slow, the man, still bent on 
assaulting the negro, jumped into the mail car 
aloue, and attempted to drag the mail agent 
out; but the train moving off very quick, he 
was frustrated, and jumped from the train after 
it was in motion.

A dozen or two jonly 
of the members were present, and the House 
was in nominal session awaiting reports from 
E » rolling Committee, when, to relieve the te- 
dium of the occasion, Mr. McKenzie happily 
improvised the presentation. Rising from his 
seat with a bunch o' pink hyacinths and a 
few other flowers in his hand, the attention 
of ail present was at once fixed upon him and 
held spell hound as he addressed the Speaker 
in the following words, as nearly as we were 
enabled to catch them : 

Mr. Speaker: Allow me, on behalf of the 
House of Representatives, to present to you 
this beau iful selection of flowers. May a per- 
petual halo of glory and honor ever cling

TIIS IN33ME TAX FJS 1870. 

Heretofore it has been the practice — in 
our city, at least — for the Assessor of Internal 
| Revenue to leave at the residence or place of 
j business of the citizens a blank form, to he 
returned to the Assessor with the items of in- 
come inserted and sworn to. There is no law 
j compelling the Assessor to take upon himself 
the distribution of these forms. It is the 
! duty of every one who is subject to pay an in- 
come* tax to go to the Assessor and make his 
return. It is true that no penalty can attach 
. to a citizen for neglect or error in making his 
statement until he has had a full opportunity 
to be heard. That being the case, the Assessor 
I has found it to be better to distribute* his blank 
i forms as extensively as possible, as it saves time 
[and labor. But if no such blank forms are 
circulated, the tax-payer must seek the As- 
. sessor. 

Every citizen whose income exceeds $2,000 
is required by the law to render a return of 
his income on or before the first day of March, 
and to pay the income tax on or before the 
thirtieth day of April. 

Each person’s taxable income is determined 
by adding together the following items: 

1. The gains or profits of business for the 
year 1870. 

2. The wages or salary received for services, 
except where the Uuited States Government 
lias withheld the same. 

3. Ren’*s received from houses lands. 

4. Interest on notes, bonds, mortgages, or on 
money lent. 

5. Profits of speculations in stocks, bonds, or 
gold. 

C. Profits on the sale of houses or lands 
purchased within two years preceding. 

7. Dividends upon stocks or shares, except 
where the company or corporation itself with- 
holds the same from the share-holder and pays 
the Government. 

The* above items added together make the 
aggregate income, from which can be de- 
ducted: 

1. Two thousand dollars. 

2. National, State, county, and municipal 
taxes paid for the year 1870. 

3. Losses in business, without taking into 
account estimated losses by depreciation of 
values. 

4. The amount of interest paid during the 

year. 

5. The rent of land, business-houses or 
dwedling-houses used or occupied by the per- 
son making the return. 

G. The amount paid for ordinary repairs, but 
not expended for permanent improvements. 

The remainder of the gross income, after de- 
ducting the gross amount of the above items, 
is liable to a tax of two and a half per cent. 

W e believe there is no longer a tax on sil- 
ver-ware, watches, pianos, or carriages.

SENATORIAL WIT. 

Prior to the formal adjournment, Senator 
Webb, of Louisville, whose heart is as inca- 
pable of malice as it is full of pleasant humor 
read the following essay: 

Mb. Speaker and Senators: Having still 
before us but a few hours of existence as a 
legislative body, and desiring to take my leave 
of the Sen ile after the most approved lasbion, 

1 would respectfully ask your attention to cer- 
tain subject matters which shall form the 
burthen of my discourse. I have at limes 
been troubled with grave doubts as to tin* 
wisdom of our action in decreeing to hold the 
adjourned se:>sion whose closing moments ate 
upon us. Even now 1 am not fully satisfied 
that our masters are ready to bank on our 
wisdom in that particular. I think you will 
agree with me in saying that there are occupa- 
tions in which a man may less readily go 
astray than in that of law-making. I do not 
know how it may be with you, but for myself, 

1 am compelled to acknowledge that I enter- 
tain at present a much more modest estimate 
of my fitness for the business of legislation 
than 1 did the first day I entered this hall. 
The best commendation I can hope to receive 
from those who placed me here, and certainly 
the highest I am able to appropriate to my- 
self, might be thus slated: Simple thanks for 
the little lie has done for the public good, and 
double thanks that his record is not marred by 
stili greater blunders than it lias been. 

How would* it do, Mr. Speaker, to have a 
norm (1 school established in every county in 
the State f»r the education and proper train- 
ing of those who are to make and amend our 
laws? The starting puiut would be to get 
hold of the right kind of men to select the 
subjects and to fill the professonial chairs. 
These should be experts, in the most exalted 
sense of the term. They should be all beat t, 
and no heart — nil heart tor the body politic, and 
no heart for individuals. They should be* 
able to inculcate upon the minds of their 
pupils that special lesson, so much needed by 
legislators the world over, imperviousness to 
all persuasions coming Irani the lobby. They 
should have an exact knowledge of the wants 
of the people, whether in their own or in 
other parts of the State; be ablelo distinguish 
between the abstractly true aud the abstractly 
false, and to re nder perspicuous an wet s to ail 
questions touching the problem ol the rights o! 
the citizen. 

Just think, Senators, what an Eutopian era 
would dawn upon our beloved Commonwealth, 
when the alumni of these schools of statesman- 
ship should make their appearance in this hall 
and in that at the other end of the Capitol ! 
Legislative blunders then wouid be heard of 
no more forever in Kentucky. The topography 
of tin* State, so to speak, would be mapped out 
in the brain of each and every member of the 
General Assembly, and the aggregate knowl- 
edge ahd wisdom of that body would never be 
at fault where questions arose in reference to 
running lines of railway, damming up rivers, 
or removing obstructions from the same. 
These new legislators, having no private ends 
to subserve, would neither have friends nor 
enemies. In their legislation, they would 
recognize in this Common wealth no North and 
no South, no East and no West; but they 
would distribute their favors with an equal 
hand among all classes of citizens. Ho with 
the* costs of government. The burden would 
be made to fall equally on all shoulders. But 
one among the many advantages which would 
be derived from the advent to the* Legislature 
of the alumni of the schools suggested would 
immediately appear in the orderly and peace iui 
manner iu which proceedings would be con- 
ducted on this floor. The sittings of tin* Sen- 
ate would then resemble those of a conclave of 
tea-drinkers, aud Senators would never be 
seen badgering each other in the style of com- 
mon people, hut would delight in according t * 
each other such courtesies as should pertain to 
tlieir high official calling. The business of 
legislation wou d then insure strict regard to the 
pecuniary interests, ns well as to the. just 
rights of the people. The time of legislators 
would then be occupied in doing the people's 
work, and though it is very possible, under so 
extraordinary a state of tilings, that “No. 11 
Capital Hotel," where “we. have sometimes 
drank tea together, and sometimes sterner 
st ii If," would no more resound w ith mirth and 
j f.iij and the popping of corks under finger 
pressure, it cannot he doubted that the charac- 
ter of our legislation, as well as that of our 
legislators, would be to that extent con- 
served. 

But, Mr. Speaker and Senators. “ humanum 
est err are ," or , to offer you a free translation 
of the apothegm, if a man, be he a civic offi- 
cer or only a laymen, happens to go astray 
fewer than seven times out of ten, he may 
be fairly regarded as a paragon of int lligciuc 
and probity. Ours is no Eutopian society, 
mores the pity; and until t he millennial 
arrives, I much .fear me that the majority of 
legislators are bound to be blunderers. 

It is scarcely necessary that I should ac- 
knowledge in this presence, Mr. Speaker, that 
the bent of my mind is more to the joyous 
than the somber; that the laughing rather 
than the crying philosophers have been my 
accepted models. Notwithstanding this fact, j 
however, 1 am obliged to say that I feel my- j 
self this morning much in the condition of 
Mark Tapley, when he succumbed to the ague ; 
auiid the sw amps of Eden. It is one thing to 1 
be jolly when the surroundings are all joyous, | 
and another to be jolly when otic is parting 
from one’s friends. 

When I reflect that I can have but few 
claims upon those I have so Inadequately 
represented here, to induce them to send me 
back again, and that therefore the probabili- 
ties are not encouraging for a renewal of of- 
ficial intercourse with those w hom I have now' 
the honor to address, I am fain to acknowl- 
edge that my jollity, like the courage of the 
renowned Acres, is fast oozing from out my 
finger-ends. Never again to listen to the im- 
pulsive bursts of tiic Senator from Simpson 
( Y’allandinghani). Never again to bathe my 
wrapt spirit in the limpid streams of elo- 
quence that are forever gushing from the 
perennial fountain that has its source in the 
mental organization of the Senator from 
Boyle (Talbott). Never again to study the 
frontal development ot the Senator from Nel- 
son (Win. Johnson), law-crammed from center 
to circumference, and to wonder with Gold- 
smith's urchins “that one small head’’ has 
capacity to carry so great a weight of legal 
lore I Never again to he electrified by those 
con uscal ions of wit and poesy, of patriotic 
ardor and soul-stirring pathos, hy which the 
Senator from Mercer (G'henoweth) has, time 
and again, almost lifted ns out of our scats!

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Tha Phenomena of Earthquakes. 

In earthquakes, says the People's Magazine, 
we see the conservative agency of fire called 
ia to counteract the destructive ngency of 
water. Wind and rain, heat and cold, are 
continually at work rending in pieces and 
grinding down the solid rock; ilie disintegrated 
portions of the rock front the soil of the low- 
lands, and this in its turn is eaten away by 
running streams, swept down by heavy rains, 
to be carried by the rivers and deposited in the 
sea. It is thus that the shallows and great 
river deltas are formed; and the materials so 
brought down are gradually, by the action of 
the waves, distributed over the bed of the 
ocean. This action, if suffered to continue 
without interruption, would in time level the 
highest mountain ranges; and in the place of 
a varied surface of laud and water there would 
be a uniform shallow sea covering the whole 
earth. Here the working of fire steps in to 
counteract the destructive agency of water. 
It acts suddenly and with terrific force, and 
therefore it is more noted and feared than the 
work which is done so silently and slowly, yet 
so irresistibly, by the gentle flow of rivers. 

Of one tiring we are sure, that earthquakes 
are caused by the internal heat of the earth. 
They usually occur in volcanic regions; they 
are frequently accompanied by volcanic erup- 
tions; during their continuance flames arc sard 
to burst from the earth, springs of boiling 
water rise from the soil, and new volcanoes 
have been raised as their result. We know 
that at a comparatively small depth below the 
surface of the globe there is a temperature 
very far exceeding anything which we ex- 
perienced at the surface. Whether we accept 
the hypothesis of a vast central fire, or con- 
sider that this heat is generated by chemical 
action or by electric currents, we know that 
there are stored up beneath our feet vast 
reservoirs of heat. 

What gases are stored under pressure in the 
cavities of tile earth we know not. Iiut we 
know that tire increased expansive force of 
an eiaslic fluid under a comparatively small : 
increase of temperature would be sufficient to 
rend asunder the solid rock anj produce the 
effects we see. Perhaps a fissure so opened 
may admit water to the heated nucleus, there 
to he instantly converted into steam with vast 
increase of volume. This exerting enormous 
pressure against the rocky walls of the cavity 
in which it was formed causes a wave of com- 
pression in the zone of the rock immediately 
surrounding it, and this wave is propagated 
onward through the rock, just as a wave 
travels through water. The confined fluid 
strikes the walls of its prison chamber a fierce 
blow and this causes a shudder to run through 
the earth, which pusses along the surface as a 
shock, whose intensity is the only measure we 
have of the forces causing it. 

The First LecomoUvs— An Interesting Relic. 

The Allentown (Pa.) Chronicle says: 

The first locomotive that ever did service in 
the United' States is now lying outside of a 
foundry at Uarhondale, Luzerne county. It 
ought to be preserved somewhere ns an inter- 
esting relic of the early days of railroading 
The following description of its trial trip, 
taken from Dr. Hollister's History of the Lack- 1 
awanna Valley, will be read with interest: 

The first locomotive engine introduced and 
worked in America, was run upon the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Riilroad, in the year 1828, 
and Honesdalo (named from the late Phillip 
Hone) ottered its friendly glen for the pur- 
pose of conducting the experiment. This lo- 
comotive, called the “Stourbridge Lion,” was 
built in England, of the best workmanship and 
material and most approved pattern of that 
date. The road passed out of Honesdale by a 
sharp northwesterly curve, with a moderate 
grade, and was carried over the Lackawaxcn 
by a long hemlock trestling, considered too 
frail by many to support the great weight ot 
the mysterious looking engine nil ready for 
the hazardous journey. 

As the crowd gathered from far and near, 
expecting that bridge, locomotive, and all. 
would plunge into the stream the moment pns- 
Fage was attempted, no one dared to run tin 
locomotive across the chasm but Major Hora- 
tio Allen, who, amid exultation and praise, 
passed over the bridge and a portion of tile 
road in safety'. The engine, however, was 
abandoned, ns the slender trestling forming 
much of the body of the road, sufficiently 
strong fir ordinary cars, was found too feeble 
for the “weight and wear.” Major Allen, in 
his account of this first trip of a locomotive on 
this continent says: “As I placed my hand on 
the throttle, I was undecided whether 1 would 
move slowly or with a fair degree of speed: 
but believeing that the road would prove safe, 
and preferring, if we did go down, to go down 
handsomely and without any evidence of tim- 
idity, I started with considerable velocity, 
passed the curve over the creek safely, and 
was soon out of hearing of the vast assemblage. 
At the end of two or three miles, I reversed 
the valve and returned without accident, hav- 
ing thus made the first railroad trip by loco- 
motive on the western hemisphere.
